CEIVES LETTER OF APPRE-

The letter was written 
in French and has been_translated by 
Cc. B. Olevarius, who is at present in 
the offices of the Salling Hanson com- 
pany. The latter says that the let- 
ter was excellently written, showing 
scholarship and refinement. The re- 
cipient has kindly consented to pub- 
lication of the Jetter. It reads as 
follows: 

November 6, 1918. 
Dear Mrs. Robtin:

Ihave 
not been able to do much as I possess 
only what I get through my work and 
the little I have been able to do to 
soothe his home sickness is not worth 
speaking about. I have put my 
heart into receiving him and_ his 
friend Mr. Hogan as well as possible, 
and if I have not been able to give 
him the luxury to which he is accus- 
tomed in Michigan, at least I have 
tried—-within the boundaries of the 
permissible—to make good for the 
motherly affection and tenderness of 
which he has been deprived for so 
long a time. -If only dear Mrs. Rob- 
lin you could have seen him, how he 
was moved at his first visit, when he 
got acup of chocolate and small 
cakes baked in butter. His eyes fil- 
ed with tears, as he enjoyed the 
friendliness, that called forth in his 
memory the tenderness and caresses 
of which you know the secrecy. 1 
fe‘t moved in the innermost of my 
heart, and I should have liked very 
much dear Mrs. Roblin, that together 
we could have enjoyed his happiness, 
happiness that proves that Mr. Rob- 
ert does possess a touching sentimen- 
tality, that gives you dear Mrs. Rob- 
lin every honor. 

Some days ago, Mr. Robert left our 
city together with his regiment. He 
went to Toul, a eity near Metz. But 
the events happen in such a rapidity 
that undoubtedly, Mr. Robert never 
will come into the fighting line.

In this moment, 
when I write to you, as yet nobody 
knows if the German armistice will 
be signed. Meanwhile, we hope that 
everything will be over very soon. 
But, if the German resistance should 
“e prolonged and the duty should 
keep your dear boy at the front, dear 
Mrs. Roklin you may be sure that I 
will do my best to take care of him. 
1 will write to him often, and to my 
best ability, I will try to strengthen
